Smoke  Abatement ; - No  complaints  were  received  of  the  chimneys  in  thg 
area  during'  tKc  year . 

Premises  and  Occupations  Yvhich  can  be  controlled  by  Byet-laws  ot 

Regulations  ; - No  'complaints  v/ere  received  about  the  Paint  Wor'ks  at 
Partington  and  no  nuisance  Y/as  noticed  from  them  on  visiting  the  Parish-. 
There  are  no  bye-laws  in  force  in  the  district  as  to  tents,  vans,  sJieds 
etO.  There  are  no  underground  sleeping  rooms  in  the  district. 

Shops  and  Offices;"  No  action  has  been  found  necessary  during  the  year. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools;-  There  is  one  prlvately-^wned  bathing  pool  in 
the  area  and  every  endeavour  is  made  to  keep  the  water  in  a satisfactory 
condition.  Regular  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  season. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs;-  No  action  has  boon  necessary. 

Other  Sanit£iry  Conditions  requiring  Notice;-  There  does  not  appear  to 
have  been  any  important  matters  of  sanitary  environment  which  have 
required  special  attention. 

Removal  and  Disposal  of  Refuse;-  This  work  has  been  carried  out 
regularly  in  the  parishes  of  Dunham  Massey,  Mobborley,  Partington,  Ashley 
Ringway,  Carrington,  YiTarburton,  Tabley,  lifere,  Millington,  Bollington, 
Peovor,  Ollerton,  Plumld-ey,  High  Legh,  Pickmere  and  Agden,  as  in  previous 
years . 


The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of  tv/o  Bedford 
lorries,  one  being  a 3-ton  vehicle  and  the  other  a 2-ton  vehicle  which 
replaced  the  1935  30-cwt  vehicle.  Both  vehicles  are  giving  satisfactory 
service.  In  addition  a 30-GY/t,  Bedford  has  again  been  in  daily  use  for 
the  collection  of  salvage.

Samples  submitted  for  biological  examination  were  taken  by  the 
County  Council  in  addition  to  a small  number  taken  by  your  Sanitary 
Inspector . 

Tuberculosis  cows  v\rere  dealt  vuith  by  Jlinietry  of  Agriculture 
Veterinary  Staff. 


(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods;-  Meat  inspection  has  practically- ceas^Ki  due 
to  'siTrangomen'ts  for  'cent rali ted  slaughtering, 

(o)  Adulteration ; - The  work  under  the  various  Acts  and  Regulations  is 
carried  out  by  the  County  Council.
